It is evidence that the San Francisco Bay 
Region has a strong and active group of artists, alert to world move- 
ments in art and intent on making their personal contributions to these 
movements. 


The public is invited to enjoy the exhibition, to evaluate the works 
included, and to contribute toward the development of art here by 
their understanding and appreciation of what these artists are striving 
for and have accomplished. The Museum takes pleasure in presenting 
again an exhibition of the San Francisco Art Association and in sup- 


porting in this way its art leadership in the community.
